| Disaster Official

Observes Operations

In Explosion Area

Observing Red Cross opera-
tions in assisting vietims of the
recent Texas City explosion is
James R. Dancy, disaster ser-
vice director for the Los Ange-
les chapter, who flew to the
stricken area last week.

Ugon his departure Dancy ex-
plainea that his assignment was
requested by the  Pacific Area
Red Cross headquarters in or
der that he might gain experi-
ence which would prove. valu-
able in case a disaster of major
proportions should -strike this
area.

Pending a more complete sur:
vey, an initial appropriation of
one-quarter million dollars has
been made by the organization
to lessen the distress among
vicims in Texas City and sur-
rounding territory, according to
word received here from Nation
&l headquarters: 4

Immediately ‘following the ex-
plosion chapters adjacent to the
affected area rushed doctors,
nursés, and meédical supplies
needed by relief workers. Red
Cross has flown in and donated
6,000 units of blood plasma, 100
units Wwhole blood, anti
serum, and nearly 1,000  units
gas gangrene anti-toxin. Also
purchased was penicillin, strep-
tomyeim, 100 cases of glucose
and 1,000 coramine ampules.

Seventeen emergency feeding
stations and sheltérs have been
established where 2,000 persons
are being cared for and eight

{mobile cantéen units serve out-

lying districts.

Welfare Inquiries in connec-
tion with the catastrophe are
Being handied by the local Red
Cross Home Service Department
through direct wire communica-
tion to the stricken area.
